Henry Jackson, now lying in the 
Crow Wing county jail to answer to 
the charg e of murder, has made a 
full and complete confession of the 
crime with which he is charg td, 
which was the murder of Ed*in Peck 
on the nig ht of June 4th, of the pres­ 
ent year. 
Our readers will remember 
that on that date Jackson was ar­ 
rested, as indications pointed very 
strong ly towards him as the cowardly 
villain who administered the poison 
which caused Edwin Peck’s death. 
Peck had been working for Jackson 
and on Sunday nig ht, June 4th, a 
supper of mush and milk was served. 
Peck ate his part of his portion, but 
as it tasted bitter he g ave it to his 
dog to finish after telling Jackson 
that something was wrong with it. 
He g ot up aud went to a neig hbors, 
where he died in g reat ag ony in 
about half an hour after he had eaten 
the meal. 
Before he died he told 
this neig hbor that he knew Jackson 
had poisoned him, and told them to 
look for his dog as the dog had eaten 
the same food and if they found the 
animal dead it would be a sure indi­ 
cation. The directions were followed 
cut and the dog was found di*ad the 
next day buried in Jackson's barn 
yard, and still Jackson protested bis 
innocence. 
A hearing was g iven the 
prisoner, he being represented by J. 
N. True as counsel, but the evidence 
was so strong ag ainst him that he was 
held to the g rand jury which will 
meet on the 18th of tho present 
month, 
Jackson was placed in the county 
jail and a close watch has been kept 
over him continually by Sheriff Spald­ 
ing aud to him is due tho credit of 
the confession which will save the 
county several thousand dollars as 
the case will now not have to 1m* pro­ 
secuted 
Mr. Spalding has used 
every effort to g et the prisoner to 
make this confession and on Mcnday 
last was rewarded, the confession be­ 
ing made in presence of himself and 
County Attorney Lum, and 
m iu> fol­ 
lows:

Hauled 
four days then broke his sled. 
I 
helped him fix it. 
The old man 
(Peck) 
worked 
with Rnd for me 
up to the 4th of June. 
We had some 
trouble toward the end of that time 
and I tried to g et him to g o away. 
He was no g ood to me and I had not 
hay to spare for his horses, but I 
could not g et him to g o. 
His horse 
kicked me twice and made me very 
ang ry and we had some words about 
my whipping the horse. 
Peek had 
been talking about poison for g oph­ 
ers and when I came to town Satur­ 
day, June 3d, I boug ht 10ceots worth 
of strychnine from Me Fad den's drug 
store and took it home. 
Before I 
started for town Peck came out to the 
bam and sa*d I owned him forty or 
fifty dollars and I had better settle 
with him. 
This made me madder 
tean ever. He, Peck, the same day, 
Saturday, after the horse kicked me, 
and I had told him to leave, went out 
to the baru and let out my calves 
which scared my horses and they ran 
away, tipped over tho wag on aud 
threw out the spring s. 
When I g ot 
home I handed the poison to Peck 
and the next morning (Sunday) he 
fixed it and we went out to poison the 
g ophers. 
It was in a saucer. 
After we g ot 
throug h Peck went to one of the 
neig hbors and stayed until supper 
time. 
I cooked some corn meal mush 
for supper. 
I thoug ht I would put 
some of the poison where Peck would 
g et it and it would make him sick and 
ho would leave, so I put what wa* 
left in the sug ar which he used. 
None of the rest of us used sug ar. 
When he commenced to eat his mush 
he put the su^ar ih it and complained 
that it tasted bitter and threw it 
away. 
He then eat some of the mush 
without sug ar and went out to look 
for his horses. 
I did not see him 
ag ain after he went away. 
Mr. Nel­ 
son told mo Peck’s dog was acting 
sick. 
I went out and g ot the dog aud 
put him behind the house. 
In the 
nig ht I buried him 
When Peck ate 
the poisoned sug ar he and I, my wife, 
and Milo Nelson were in the house. 
The first I knew of Peck’s being dead 
was about one o’clock Sunday nig ht, 
when Frank Johnson and Nols Jurg en 
told me. I did not mean to kill 
Peck, but meant to make him sick 
Wheu tho <l<w - I - ; I WKS 80 
j 
did not know what to do. 
I oug ht to 
have g one aud hunted for Peck. 
I 
buried the bottle in which I g ot the 
poison inside the fence about four or 
five posts froiu the g ate Monday 
morning , tho 5th day of June.

son was all the time telling me I 
oug ht to g et rid of Peck some way.

Jackson’s confession was made 
throug h fear of being hung , and he 
made up Ids mind that if he confessed 
the whole affair tho court would In* 
more lenient with him, althoug h he 
was in no way advised to that effect. 
For the past week he has been un­ 
able to sleep and he has been so tor­ 
tured in mind and body brooding 
over the affair and the outcome of 


the trial that he felt it would be a re­ 
lief to g ive the details to someone. 
After he had sig ned Hio confession 
he told Sheriff Spalding that he felt 
better as he had a load off his mind. 
Jackson has an invalid wife who 
still lives on the homestead, who, if 
reports are true, will be better off 
without him as he has the reputation 
of being a brute in his household. 
His ag ed mother lives in this city and 
her heart is broken over her son’s un­ 
natural deed. 
It is understood that Lawyer True 
has secured a mortg ag e on Jackson's 
farm for defending him, but as the 
prisoner’s wife did not sig n the in­ 
strument it will undoubtedly be value­ 
less, especially so, as he will not now 
have to defend his g uilty client.

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MURDER WILL OUT 


Henry Jackson Makes a F ill <’on- 
fession. 


HE 
MURDERED 
EDWIN 
TECK 


And Says so Oyer His Own Signa­ 
ture. 


With the Gallows Staring Him In 
the Face He Could Hold Out 
No Longer. 


The Confession in Fall. 


Henry Jackson, now lying rn the 
Crow Wing county jail to answer to 
the charge of murder, has made a 
full and complete confession of the 
crime with which he is charged, 
which was the murder of Edwin Peck 
on the night of June 4th, of the pres­ 
ent year. Oar readers will remember 
that on that date Jackson was ar­ 
rested, as indications pointed very 
strongly towards him as the cowardly 
villain who administered the poison 
which caused Edwin Peck's death. 
Peck had been working for Jackson 
and on Sunday night, June 4th, a 
supper of mush and milk w*as served. 
Peck ate his part of his portion, but 
as it tasted bitter he gave it to his 
dog to finish after telling Jackson 
that something was wrong with it. 
He got up and went to a neighbors, 
where he died in great agony in 
about half an hour after he had eaten 
the meal. 
Before he died he told 
this neighbor that he knew Jackson 
had poisoned him, and told them to 
look for his dog as the dog had eaten 
the same food and if they found the 
animal dead it would be a sure indi­ 
cation. The directions were followed 
cut and the dog was found dead the 
next day buried in Jackson's barn 
yard, and still Jackson protested his 
innocence. 
A hearing was given the 
prisoner, he being represented by J. 
N. True as counsel, but the evidence 
was so strong against him that he was 
held to the grand jury which will 
meet on the 18th of the present 
month. 
Jackson was placed in the county 
jail and a close watch has been kept 
over him continually by Sheriff Spald­ 
ing aud to him is due the credit of 
the confession which will save the 
county several thousand dollars as 
the case will now not have to lie pro­ 
secuted 
Mr. Spalding has used 
every effort to get the prisoner to 
make this confession and on Monday 
last was rewarded, the confession be­ 
ing made in presence of himself and 
C o u n ty A tto rn ey L o in , au d is as fol­ 
low s:

up to the 4th of June. 
We had some 
trouble toward the end of that time 
and I tried to get him to go away. 
He was no good to me and I had not 
hay to spare for his horses, but I 
could not get him to go. 
Hts horse 
kicked me twice and made me very 
angry and we had some words about 
my whipping the horse. 
Peck had 
been talking about poison for goph­ 
ers and when I came to town Satur­ 
day, June 3d, I bought IO cents worth 
of strychnine from McFadden’s drug 
store and took it home. 
Before I 
started for town Peck came oui to the 
bam and said I owned him forty or 
fifty dollars and I had better settle 
with him. 
This made me madder 
tean ever. He, Peck, the eame day, 
Saturday, after the horse kicked me, 
and I had told him to leave, went out 
to the barn and let out my calves 
which scared my horses and they ran 
away, tipped over tho wagon and 
threw out the springs. 
When I got 
homo I handed the poison to Peck 
and the next morning (Sunday) he 
fixed it and we went out to poison the 
gophers. 
It was in a saucer. 
After we got 
through Pock went to one of the 
neighbors and stayed until supper 
time. I cooked some corn meal mush 
for supper. I thought I would put 
some of the poison where Peck would 
get it and it would make him sick and 
ho would leave, so I put what was 
left in the sugar which he used. 
None of the rest of us used sugar. 
When he commenced to eat his mush 
he put the sugar in it and complained 
that it tasted bitter and threw it 
away. 
He then eat some of the mush 
without sugar and went out to look 
for his horses. 
I did not see him 
again after he went away. 
Mr. Nel­ 
son told me Peck’s dog was acting 
sick. I 'vent out and got the dog and 
put him behind the house. 
In the 
night I buried him 
When Peck ate 
the poisoned sugar he aud I, my wife, 
and Milo Nelson were in the house. 
The first I knew of Peck’s being dead 
was about one o’clock Sunday night, 
when Frank Johnson and Nels Jurgen 
told me. I did not mean to kill 
Peck, but meant to make him sick 
V* hen tho doff dw* * was gQ gcare(j J 
did not know what to do. 
I ought to 
have gone and hunted for Peck. 
I 
buried the bottle in which I got the 
poison inside the fence about four or 
five posts from the gate Monday 
morning, the 5th day of June. 
Nel­ 
son was all tho time telling mo I 
ought to get rid of Peck some way.

Jackson’s confession was made 
through fear of being hung, and he 
made up his mind that if he confessed 
the whole affair the court would be 
more lenient with him, although he 
was in no way advised ta that effect. 
For the past week he has been un­ 
able to sleep and he has been so tor­ 
tured in mind and body brooding 
over the affair and the outcome of 
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the trial that he felt it would be a re­ 
lief to give the details to someone. 
After he had signed tho confession 
he told Sheriff Spalding that he felt 
better as he had u load off his mind. 
Jackson has an invalid wife who 
still lives on the homestead, who, if 
reports are true, will be better off 
without him as he has the reputation 
of being a brute in his household. 
His aged mother lives in this city and 
her heart is broken over her son’s un­ 
natural deed. 
It is understood that Lawyer True 
bas secured a mortgage on Jackson’s 
farm for defending him, but as the 
prisoner’s wife did not sign the in­ 
strument it will undoubtedly be value­ 
less, especially so, as be will not now 
have to defend his guilty client.

D R GRAVES ENDS HIS LIFE. 
Denver, Sept. 4. — Dr. T. Thatcher 
grave*, tho alleged poisoner of Mrs. 
Josephine Bart,aby, committed suicide in 
his cell a t the county jail yesterday, pre­ 
sumably by takng poison. H e was found 
stiff aud cold in death by the “trusty” 
who w as caring for him. 
On his persou 
w as found the following letter; 
"Denver, Aug. 9,1893.—'To the Coroner 
of Denver—Dear Sir* 
Please do not 
hold an autopsy on my remains. 
The 
cause of death may be rendered as fol­ 
low's; 
‘Died from persecution. 
Worn 
out. 
Exhausted.’ Yours respectfully, T. 
Thatcher G rates, M. D.” 
The corpse was quite cold when found. 
No direct evidence of suicide was visible. 
but the above letter tells the story. There 
were also letters to Mrs. Graves, wife 
of the doctor; to Jailor Crew* and an 
address to the public. 
That the prisoner bal long contemplated 
taking his own life is evident from the 
(lute of the letter- Aug. 9. last. 
Another 
letter w as addressed to Capt. Crews, tho 
jailor. It read as follows; 
"Aug. 25. 181X5.—It would keep a man 
busy to follow Stevens aud answer the 
lies he unblushingly peddled out to the 
papers. 
One or two. however, need at­ 
tention, aud they are easily proven to 
be lies. 
I was a member of the Massa­ 
chusetts State Medical society, also the 
Connecticut Stat** 
Medical society. 
I 
never iiiHUe application to the Rhode 
Island State Medical society for admis­ 
sion. 
My lawyers have the full reports 
showing that I neither wronged the es­ 
tate of Mrs. Barnaby, ami that the es­ 
tate now ewes me outside **t the legacy 
by will. 
The public see what I have to 
exprat from 
the 
riilaiuous, cowardly 
falsehoods of Stevens. 
I cannot expend 
much more money fighting him. 
I must 
take the only' means to prove it for my 
wife and dear, honored, aged mother. 
T. Thatcher G raves.” 
As is well known Mr. Graves was 
awaiting his second trial for tin* alleged 
murder of Mr. Barnaby of Providence, 
who, at th** time of her death, was vis­ 
iting friends in Denver. 
She died April 
Id, 1891. 
On April 9 she drank from a 
bottle of whisky that had come by mail 
from Boston, uud that bore the legend 
“W ish you a happy New Year. 
I Men se 
accept this file- old whisky from your 
friends in the woods.” Tie* whisky con­ 
tained a solution of arsenic, 
Dr. Graves 
was accused of sending the bottle. A fter 
on** of the most famous trials in the 
criminal 
annals of 
this 
country, Dr. 
Graves was convicted of murder in the 
first degree and was sentenced to be 
banged. Th** supreme court grant***! him 
a new trial which was to have begun the 
latter part of this month.

While the dispatches from Bombay 
to England aver that the serious riot­ 
ing in that city is the result of religious 
fanaticism, this is hardly to lie cred­ 
ited. The real source of the trouble 
lies in tho deep-rooted hatred that the 
natives bear towards their English mas­ 
ters, says tho Chicago Herald. As a 
matter of course th*; natives do not 
discriminate between the different na­ 
tionalities in oases like this, and con­ 
sequently till Europeans are made to 
f**el the brunt of the natives’ wrath. 
England now, as well as on former oc­ 
casions, uses this very thing as a pre­ 
text for enlisting the foreign consuls’ 
aid iii restoring order. All the foreign­ 
ers an* made to serve as peacemakers 
and help the English to impress their 
vast power upon the natives. After 
tills ruse had been suee<*ssfully played 
during similar disturbances in 1K74 the 
English authorities ha*! circulars scat­ 
tered broadcast among th** natives pro- 
caiming that all nations of th** world 
were "vassals” of England and ready 
to obey her call at all times. 
Now as then religion is used as a 
cloak for covering tip the political in­ 
trigue. Tile priests never cease to work 
for the on** object—the extermination 
of the Im ted Englishmen. While Mo­ 
hammedans, Hindoos or other factions 
seemingly are at war with on** another 
they are in reality moved by one secret 
motive, and, perhaps, sooner or later 
will accomplish their desire in over­ 
throwing the “accursed tyrants of In­ 
dia.” This Is the common appellation 
given to Englishmen all over India. 
th e natives are gradually learning to 
appreciate their strength ami when the 
final struggle comes it win b< bloody J 
and ferocious. 
Of lat** Juda has K*en unusually quiet; j 
even the annual murmurings against] 
th** oppressive taxation have l»eeu ab­ 
sent. Who knows but what this peace­ 
ful condition of things has K*eu but the 
forerunner of a cyclonic outburst of a 
revolution that might lose for England 
its most treasured jiossession.

Elephants are now turtled to agri­ 
cultural use in Ceylon. Travellers by 
the seaside railway can witness the 
curious spectacle of the huge earth- 
shaking beast breaking the stubborn 
glebe with the aid of a ridiculously 
disproportioned plow. An elephant 
plow of just proportion, as far as «ap- 
pearanees are concerned, would be a 
Titanic implement, and would cleave 
chines and canons where the agricul­ 
turist looks only ior a moderate fur­ 
row. But tile Swedish plow, which is 
now much used in Ceylon, is more ef­ 
fective and heavier than the primitive 
native instrument, and the disciplined 
power of the elephant makes him att 
invaluable substitute for the powerful 
draught horses used at home. 
The anim als are employed in tu rn ­ 
ing up the soil between cocoanut trees, 
to prepare the ground for cotton 
planting. An elephant with its driver 
and a coolie acting as plowman can 
thus plow an acre a day, at little more 
than half the cost of the usual prac­ 
tice of scratching up three or four 
inches of the soil by means of the 
Dutch hoe. The Swedish plow, drawn 
by an elephant, does the work very 
thoroughly. Theground is effectually 
weeded, and the cocoanut trees bene­ 
fit by the turning up of the ground 
about them. 
Where elephants are 
not employed the primitive light plow 
of the country is used, drawn by bul­ 
locks or tite curious long-headed na­ 
tive buffaloes—long-headed in a phy­ 
sical sense. 
Intellectually, of course, 
the elephant is incomparably super­ 
ior. Buffaloes, for the heavier ‘Swed­ 
ish plow, need to be large and well-fed 
animals, and the elephants are found 
eheajKii’ and more dependable.—Loa 
don Daily Graphic.

Washington, Aug. 31.—Mr. Sherman 
(Rep. Ohio) held the close attention of 
the senate and of a large audience in 
the galleries for over two hours as he 
set forth in terse and vigorous language 
—very rapidly delivered—the reasons why 
he supported the bill to repeal the pur­ 
chasing clause of the act of July, 1890, 
aud why it should be passed with as 
little delay as possible. 
Incidentally he 
recommended giving authority to the pres­ 
ident or to the secretary of the treas­ 
ury to issue bonds, bearing not over 4 
per eeut interest iii order to procure 
gold with which to maintain a sufficient 
reserve; and he commented upon the 
fact that while he had proposed such a 
measure at the last session, the opposi­ 
tion to it came from the Democratic 
senators, although it was to their own 
administration that the power was to be 
confided.

DR. GRAVES ENDS HIS LIFE 
Denver, Sept. 4. — Dr. T. Thatcher 
graves, tho alleged poisoner of Mrs. 
Josephine Barnaby, committed suicide iu 
his cell at the county jail jestorday, pre­ 
sumably by takng poisen. He was found 
stiff aud cold in death by the “trusty” 
who was caring for him. On his persou 
was found the following letter: 
“Denver, Aug. 9, 189.3—To the Coroner 
of Denver—Dear Sir* 
Please do not 
hold an autopsy on my remains. 
The 
cause of death may be rendered as fol­ 
lows: 
‘Died from persecution. 
Worn 
out. Exhausted.’ Yours respectfully, T. 
Thatcher Graves, M. D.” 
The corpse was quite cold when found. 
No direct evidence of suicide was visible, 
but the above letter tells lite story. There 
were also letters to Mrs. Graves, wife 
o f the doctor; to Jailor Crews and an 
address to til** public. 
'I hat th** prisoner bai long contemplated 
taking his own life is evident from the 
date of the letter Aug. K. last. 
Anotia r 
letter was a*ldrt*KM*d to Capt. Crew*, tho 
jailor. It read as follows: 
Aug. 2.*. 1893.—It would keep a man 
busy to follow- Stevens and answer the 
lies he unblushingly peddled out to the 
papers. 
On** or two. however, need at­ 
tention, and they are easily proven to 
he lies. 
I was a member of the Massa­ 
chusetts State Medical society, also the 
Conin * lieut Stat** 
Medical society. 
I 
never made application to the Rhode 
Island State Medical society for admis­ 
sion. 
My lawyers have tile full reports 
showing that I neither wronged the es­ 
tate of Mrs. Barnaby, and that the es­ 
tate now owes me outside of the legacy 
by will. 
'Ihe public see what I have to 
expect from 
th** 
villainous, cowardly 
falsehoods of Stevens. 
I cannot expend 
much more money fighting him. 
I must 
take the only means to prove it for my 
" if** and dear, honored, aged mother. 
T. Thatcher Graves.” 
As is well known Mr. Graves was 
awaiting his second trial for the alleged 
murder of Mr. Burnaby of Providence, 
who, at the tim** of her death, was vis­ 
iting friends in Deliver. 
She di***l April 
19, 1891. 
On April J) Hie drank fr< iii a 
bottle of whisky that had come by mail 
from Boston, and that ts.re the legend 
“ Wish you a happy New Year.

accept this filii- old whisky from your 
friends in lh** woods.”

C in galese Find T h em More S e r v ic e ­ 
ab le Than H o r ses or B u ffaloes, 
Elephants are now turned to agri­ 
cultural use in Ceylon. Travellers by 
the seaside railway can witness the 
Curious spectacle of the huge earth- 
shaking beast breaking the stubborn 
glebe with the aid of a ridiculously 
d^proportioned plow. 
An elephant 
plow of just proportion, as far as ap­ 
pearances are concerned, would be a 
Titanic implement, and would cleave 
chines and canons where the agricul­ 
turist looks only for a moderate fur­ 
row. 
But the Swedish plow, which is 
now much used in Ceylon, is more ef­ 
fective and heavier than the primitive 
native instrument, and the disciplined 
power of the elephant makes him ait 
invaluable substitute for the powerful 
draught horses used at home, 
The anim als are employed in turn­ 
ing up the soil between cocoanut trees, 
to prepare the ground for cotton 
planting. 
An elephant with its driver 
and a coolie acting as plowm an can 
thus plow an acre a day, at little more 
than half the cost of the usual prac­ 
tice of scratching up three or four 
inches of the soil by means of the 
Dutch hoe. The Swedish plow, drawn 
by an elephant, does the work very 
thoroughly. The ground is effectually 
weeded, and the cocoanut trees bene­ 
fit by the turning up of the ground 
about them. 
Where elephants are 
not employed the primitive light plow 
of the country is used, drawn by bul­ 
locks or tile curious long-headed na­ 
tive buffaloes—long-headed in a phy­ 
sical sense. 
Intellectually, of course, 
the elephant is incomparably super­ 
ior. 
Buffaloes, for the hea\ u-r Swed­ 
ish plow, need to be large and well-fed 
animals, and the elephants are found 
cheaper and more dependable.—Lou 
don Daily Graphic.
